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On my way to a program last Sunday while inside the taxi with a 
woman seated near the taxi driver. Her phone rang and the next 
thing we started to hear her saying angrily and repeatedly is 
"that is good for you, I don't have, go and meet the pastor, go 
and collect your money back.

All these and more keep me excited and reflecting about the 
perfection, reality and simplicity of Islam in all ramifications. 

You don't have to be indebted anytime for any reason to 
continuing being a Muslim. The Zakaah that is an obligatory 
alms and being one of the pillars of Islam, It also subjected to 
certain conditions: part of which is to be given to Al-Masaakeen 
(the poor) and it's not permissible to be given to one who is rich 
or who is strong and able to earn a living. Hence, either 
obligatory charity or not you don't have to give out all what you 
have as charity before you can fulfill this act. 

Allaah says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"Allaah intends for you ease, and He does not want to make 
things difficult for you" (al-Baqarah 2:185).

Aboo Aaisha bn sunusi. 
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Sheikh Saaleh al Fawzaan(may Allaah preserve him) said: 

As long as the Aqeedah (creed) is shaky and blemished the 
Muslims cannot be united. It is not possible to unite the one 
upon Bidah with the one upon the Sunnah, ABADAN. It is not 
possible to unite the person of corrupt Aqeedah (creed) with a 
person of sound aqeedah even though they share the same 
name (i.e. they are both called Muslims). The Muslims have to be 
united upon Tawheed, upon the correct aqeedah, upon the 
Book of Allaah and the Sunnah of the Messenger of Allaah 
(Muhammad-sallal-laahu-alayhi-wasallam). The Muslims have to 
come together; they have to unite and follow that which 
emanates from that bond and unity, as long as this does not 
depart from obedience to Allaah and His Messenger (sallal- 
laahu-alayhi-wasallam). And due to that, the Messenger (sallal- 
laahu alayhi wasallam) said: 

’’Allaah is pleased for you with three things:" that you worship 
Him (alone) and not to associate anything with Him; and that 
you (all) hold unto the Rope of Allaah and not to be divided; and 
that you give sincere advise to the one placed in charge over 
your affairs (i.e. the Muslim Ruler)" 

As for the one who calls to the unity of the Muslims even though 
they differ in their aqeedah, indeed, this is impossible. The one 
who wants to unite the Muslims even though they are upon 
divergent beliefs, even though they are upon shaky beliefs, this 
is inconceivable. (It is) like the one who attempts to bring 
together water and fire or a beast and a fish. This can never be 
possible because a beast lives on land and a fish lives in the 
sea-

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DOES PRE-SEMINAL FLUID (MADHI) 
BREAK ONE’S FAST AND REQUIRE QADA 

SHAIKH MUHAMMAD IftN SALIH AL 'UTHAIMEEN fc, 


Question: 

Does the release of nvndhl (pre-seminal fluid] during the 
month of Ramadan necessitate making up the fast if its release 
is due to desire? 


Answer: 

The release of inadlildoes not invalidate the fast whether it 
takes place in Ramadan or out of it. And when we say it does 
not invalidate the fast, then that means it does not require that 
it be made up (Qada). And pre-scminal fluid (madbil generally 
exits due to sexual desire. So even if it is due to desire, even if 
it is due to kissing one’s wife or touching her, and [he man 
emits madhip his fast is still correct and he has no need to 
make it up.

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The Prophet got angry at a Fatwa which resulted in the loss of a 
life, then what about the Fatwa (or Fataawa) which led to the 
loss of thousands and thousands of lives?! Those who said 
during the Syrian/Algerian/Libyan/Egyptian revolutions that a 
loss of a few thousand lives is ok if it leads to a greater good! 

Narrated Abdullaah ibn Abbaas NgYJOirS During the lifetime 
of the Messenger of Allaah ^ a man was (hit by a stone that) 

injured (his head); he then had a sexual dream, and (on 
inquiring) he was advised (that there is no concession for him 
do to Tayammum and that he had) to take a bath and he took a 
bath. Consequently he died. When this was reported to the 
Messenger of Allaah & he & said: «They killed him; may 

Allaah kill them! Is not asking the cure to ignorance? »

graded as "Hasan" by Shaikh al-Albaanee] 
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The Beauty of Reciting the Qur'an Properly: ibn al-Jazari 
The great scholar of the qiraa'aat, Abu'l-Khair Muhammad ibn 
al-Jazari, mentioned the following words in the introduction to 
one of his most famous works: 
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al-Tajweed is the sweetness of recitation and the beautification 
of reading. It is giving each letter its due rights and reciting 
them in a slow and measured pace. It is tracing each letter back 
to its place of articulation and its origin and connecting them 
sequentially, and pronouncing them correctly and pleasantly in 
their proper way and perfect manner without any excess, 
corruption, immoderation, or affectation. 

And the Prophet (§£) pointed towards all of this with his 

statement, "Whoever would like to recite the Qur'an fresh just 
as it was revealed, then let him recite it with the recitation of ibn 
Umm 'Abd" - meaning 'Abdullah ibn Mas'ood, for he (may 
Allah be pleased with him) was granted a tremendous blessing 
in his ability to recite the Qur'an correctly with tajweed and in a 
slow and measured pace just as Allah revealed it. And that's not 
even mentioning that he was a man whose recitation of the 












Qur'an the Prophet ($£) loved to listen to, and he used to cry 

when he recited it, as is authentically recorded in the two 
Saheeh collections. 


And it has also been relayed to us with a sound chain of 
narration from Abu 'Uthman al-Nahdi that he said, "Ibn 
Mas'ood led us in salah al-Maghrib and he recited surah al- 
Ikhlaas. By Allah! I would have loved it if he had recited surah al- 
Baqarah with that beautiful voice and slow measured pace of 
his!" 
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And this is the way Allah made things, for whoever recites the 
Qur'an beautifully and correctly as it was revealed, then it will 
be a pleasure to listen to and will bring about khushoo' in the 
hearts, so much so that people will practically lose their senses. 
It is one of Allah's secrets which He entrusts to whomever of His 
creation He wishes. 

And we have seen this from some of our teachers, people who 
did not have nice voices or know anything about reciting 
melodiously, however they used to articulate the letters 
excellently, forming each word perfectly. So when they would 
recite, it would move the listeners and capture the hearts of 
large groups of people, and so the people would flock to them 
and gather around to listen to them - large numbers of people 
from both the elite and the common folks, both those who 
know Arabic as well as those peoples who don't. All of this while 
passing over the congregations led by those with beautiful 
voices who were trained to recite in the most melodious ways - 
ways which traded melody and rhythm at the cost of tajweed 
and truly excellent recitation.

In addition to the many benefits fasting has in relation to the 
development of taqwa and suppressing the desires of the 
fasting person, fasting also has another benefit mentioned in 
the following authentic hadith: 

Upon the authority of a man from the companions of the 
prophet (Hi) who said: "\ heard the Messenger of Allah 

say: 

"Fasting the month of patience (Ramadhan) and three days of 
each month removes 'Wahar 7 from the chests"

As Allah, The Most High, mentions: "..it may be that you dislike 
a thing which is good for you, and that you like a thing which is 
bad for you. Allah knows and you do not know" (Suratul 
Baqarah: Vs 216) 

WasSallalldhu'Ala Nabiyina Muhammad 
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Question: 

Allah has created for us noble, recording angels that record 
everything we say and hear. What is the wisdom behind their 
creation while Allah has full knowledge, and nothing that we 
hide or reveal is hidden from 
Him? 

Answer: 

First, when it comes to matters of this nature, we may discover 
the wisdom behind it or we may not. There are many things 
concerning which we do not know their wisdom. As Allah has 
said, 

" And they ask you about the ruh (Spirit). Say: As for the Ruh, its 
knowledge is with my Lord. And of knowledge, you (mankind) 
have been given only a little." (al-lsra 85) 

As for that creation, it is as if the person would have asked me 
why did Allah create the camel in the form that it is in, or the 
horse, or the donkey, or human being, and questions such as 
that. Or if he would have asked me why Allah has made the 
Dhuhr prayer four rakats, Asr four and Ishafour. As for questions 
of that matter, we cannot know their wisdom, as otherwise one 
might ask, why did Allah not make it eight or six 
rakahs.Thereto re, we know that with respect to this creation 
and with respect to many aspects of the Shariah, the wisdom 
behind them is simply hidden from us. However, if we do know 
some of the wisdom behind some of Allah's creation or parts of 
the Shariah, it is because Allah has given that to us and that is 
simply a greater excellence, knowledge and goodness. 

However, if we do not have knowledge, we are not losing 
anything. 

Now let me return to the question. What is the wisdom behind 
creating honourable, recording angels that know everything we 
do? The wisdom behind that is that it demonstrates that Allah 
has ordered all things and has laid down in perfection, to the 
extent that He has put above the actions of mankind noble 
recorders who are responsible for recording everything they do 
before they even do it. All of this is part of Allah's complete 
looking after of humans and His complete wisdom in this 
creation.

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Tahiyyat al-masjid (greeting the mosque) Tahiyyat al-masjid 
( "greeting the mosque" ) is Sunnah according to most of the 
scholars; some of the scholars stated that there was consensus 
on this point. 

Abu Qataadah (may Allah be pleased with him) said: The 
Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: 

"When one of you enters the mosque, let him not sit down 
until he has prayed two rak'ahs." Narrated by al-Bukhaari, 

1167; Muslim, 714 

An-Nawawi (may Allah have mercy on him) said: The scholars 
are unanimously agreed that it is mustahabb to greet the 
mosque, and it is makrooh to sit down without greeting it with 
no excuse, because of the hadeeth of Abu Qataadah which 
clearly states that that is not allowed. 

End quote from al-Majmoo', 3/544 
Al-Haafiz ibn Hajar (may Allah have mercy on him) said: The 
scholars are unanimously agreed that the command in this case 
is a recommendation (as opposed to an obligation). Ibn Battaal 
narrated from the literalists that it is obligatory, but Ibn Hazm 
stated that it is not obligatory.

It says in Fataawa al-Lajnah ad-Daa'imah (7/137): The Sunnah 
for the one who enters the mosque at any time is to pray 
tahiyyat al-masjid, because of the general meaning of the words 
of the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him): 

"When one of you enters the mosque, let him not sit down 
until he has prayed two ra 'ahs. Saheeh - agreed upon. 


End quote. 

Shaykh Ibn 'Uthaymeen (may Allah have mercy on him) said: 

The view that tahiyyat al-masjid is obligatory is a strong view, 
but the more likely to be correct is the view that it is a confirmed 
Sunnah (Sunnah mu'akkadah). And Allah knows best.
